troth. The Philadelphian was backed up by others from 
the North, and tben followed a scene of the greatest con¬ 
fusion, which threatened for a little while to lead to very 
serious consequences. 

Much excitement existed, and ill-feeling was felt during 
the day and evening, the Southerners demanding the 
expulsion of tbe servant from the house and threated ig 
that, if he appeared at the tea-table, he wouid be severely 
dealt with. Tbe servants of the heuse also held a meet¬ 
ing, and resolved, if he was expelled, to leave the estab¬ 
lishment in a body. The matter continued in the same 
nnsettled state until some time yesterday, when the ser¬ 
vant left the establishment m snch a way as to satisfy the 
others, and at last accounts all was quiet at the Springs. 

BLACK LAWS OF ILLINOIS. 

Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Amboy, 111., July 24,1857. 

Messrs. Editors : For some time past onr town has 
been excited and onr State disgraced by an attempt at 
the enforcement of those leprous disfigurements of onr 
Statute books, known as the “ Black Laws of Illinois.” 
The circumstances are briefly these: Some time last 
spring a mulatto, named DeBlaine, came to Amboy and 
set up a barber’s shop. A collection of loafers, who feared 
the competition of this negro’s respectability as compared 
with their own—a most just apprehension—determined 
that he should Dot remain in the place if they could break 
up his business or bully him ont of town. In pursuance 
of this high-minded enterprise, DeBlain’s sign aDd stove¬ 
pipe were stolen, and the windows smashed in. This was 
supposed to be strictly in accordance with the views of 
the Supreme Court of the United States, and onr slightly 
gigantic Senator. It declared conclusively that the negro 
had no rights which the white man was bonnd to respect. 
DeBlaine, however, continued to mind his own business, 
which accnmnlated so that be finally sent for an assistant. 
This exasperated the bullies in the highest degree. One 
of them, Darned Bingham, weDt into DeBlaine’s shop and 
knocked him down with a heavy cane, striking him, of 
course, when the blow was unexpected. DeBlaine fell 
senseless to the floor. Bingham was arrested and fined 
$15 and costs. Bingham then made another attempt to 
take tbe life of the barber and was rearrested. I under¬ 
stand the prosecution was withdrawn with the under¬ 
standing that persecutions against the barber should 
definitely cease. 

It was supposed that matters had now been brought 
to a satisfactory close. Two violent assaults had been 
made on the unoffending roan, and the ruffians had escaped 
with the ridiculous penalty of a $15 fine. It would 
hardly do for the rowdies to make another murderous 
attack on the objpet of their malice. Public opinion 
would have assisted tbern to the suburbs on a three-cornered 
rail. A new system of tactics was resorted to. Bingham 
fished the “ black chapter ” ont of the Revised Statutes 
and got ont a process for DeBlaine, charging him with 
the flagrant offence of living in the State of Illinois ten 
days, with the intention of remaining. Per contra, 
Bingham was put under $500 bonds to keep the peace. 
The process for DeBlaine was pat into the hands of an 
officer, who summoned a crowd of lewd fellows of the baser 
sort to hnnt the negro. A motion was made that they 
commence with Mayor Wyman’s house. That geotfoman, 
however, suggested to them that due regard for tbeir 
personal safety would send them to any other quarter of 
the city. DeBlaine was finally arrested, but the trial 
was postponed until the prosecution was withdrawn, with 
the intention, as alleged, of transferring it to another 
tribunal. Finally, DeBlaine, harassed and worn out with 
the bitterness of his persecution, his life constantly in 
danger and his property destroved whenever the cowardly 
tmeVes couin lay tbeir hands ou it, iett the city ana win 
not probably return. It was entirely unnecessary for him 
to take this coarse, as no officer in the OouDty could bave 
been found to execute the provisions of the atrocious law, 
and, so far as personal violence was concerned, he would 
bave been protected against the assassins by a force which 
toe scurvy vagabonds would never choose to come into 
collision with twice. Lee. 

KIDNAPPING—PERSECUTION. 

Cairo, Ill., July 19,1857. 

Our town has been for the last few days subject to one 
of the occasional excitements,, without which we could not 
live. 

It has for some time past been rumoured that some of 
onr old citizens, supposed to be connected with a similar 
gang on the Missouri side, were engaged in the business 
of kidnapping free negroes, running them over to the 
Missouri shore, and there selling them. Nothing, how¬ 
ever, was definitely known until last week, when it was 
discovered that two free negroes had been taken over for 
the purposes of sale ; ODe of them swam the Mississippi 
River, and returned Daked to Cairo, beaten and horribly 
mangled about the head. 

Since that time, and perhaps before it, the same gang, 
with others, have beeu engaged in a warfare with the free 
negroes of the town, shooting at them from the weeds, 
endeavouring to break into tbeir bouses, &c. On Satur¬ 
day night a party of white men attacked a house sitnated 
near the Methodist church They commeuced by break¬ 
ing in the doors and windows, were fired upon by tbe 
uegroes, and returned the fire, and soon the negroes pre¬ 
cipitately fled. One of the negroes was slightly wounded 
in the back, and ODe of the white men had one side of his 
face shot off, whether by his friends or negroes is Dot 
kuown. The furniture of the house was entirely demolished, 
and about a dozen pistol balls were left within it. 

Sunday morning the Mayor called together tbe citizens 
who were in favour of law and order, aDd a posse of thirty 
or forty was selected, divided into two bands and pro¬ 
ceeded to search for the rioters. Three were arrested, 

viz., J. Q. StaDcil, Tbos. Ewing and-Gatilin. All 

were committed until Monday for examination. Od 
M onday they were admitted to bail until Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, when they were examined before the Police Magis¬ 
trate, and all but Thomas Ewing discharged. In the 
afternoon, all three were again examined under a charge 
of kidnapping, and were held to bail to answer that 
charge. 

Daring the day many called for the expulsion of all the 
free negroes from the town, and two were arrested under 
the “ Black Law.” They were both fined—one $25 and 
the other $50—paid their fine, and left town. Tbe free 
negroes then took the alarm and fled precipitately, most 
of them taking refuge in Mound City. 

The same evening, tbe excitement of the people requiring 
something to vent itself upon, it was remembered that one 
Dr. William Wood, who had once been cowbided and once 
run off from the town, was a disgusting object, particularly 
with respeet to assertions he bad made abont a youug 
lady in town, and the populace resolved upon tar-aud 
feathering him. When this declaration was made known, 
the Mayor and several of the principal citizens waited 
upon the individual, caused him to sign a paper declaring 
tbat every assertion he had made by affidavit or otherwise 
with regard to the young lady in question was false, and 
be left on the evening train. Nothing further of excite¬ 
ment has occurred to date.

THE TWO CONVENTIONS. 

From The Providence Journal. 

Two Conventions are soon to assemble in two opposite 
section^ of the country, one at Worcester, the other at 
Nashville. The former is called plainly a Disunion Con¬ 
vention ; tbe latter is called a Commercial Convention. 
The real objects of both are the same, to encourage sec¬ 
tional leeling, to organize sectional parties, and to transfer 
the allegiance and loyalty of the people from the whole 
Union to a section. 

But, although the two Conventions are working to the 
same end, and palling different ways to accomplish the 
same result, very different is the mode of their reception. 
The Northern Convention attracts little attention at 
home, and is denounced mildly as a foolish and harmless 
affair, rather than violently as a treasonable one ; men of 
much speculative and erratic ability are engaged in it, but 
of very little influence; nobody calculates upon any result 
from it, not even those concerned ip it. The Southern 
Convention meets with all the prestige of official authority. 
States and cities elect the delegates, the importance of 
freeing the South from its business relations with the 
North is avowed as one of the chief purposes of the meet¬ 
ing, and all the social and commercial ties that strengthen 
the political bonds of the Union are regarded as necessary 
evils rather than as important benefits; and these in¬ 
tensely conservative men in the North, who think that 
the best way to preserve the Union is to entrust it to tbe 
keeping of the men who say that it ought to be broken up, 
unless it can be nsed to make tbe majority subservient to 
the will of the minority, are load in denouncing the folly 
of Worcester, bnt have not a word to utter against the 
treason of Nashville. There are men among us whose 
revereoce for the Union is very mach like that which 
ancient housekeepers have for their best china, aud never 
permit it to tie used for fear that it ,-hall be broken. 
Wbat singular virtue there must be in the Potomac, that 
the things which, done on the north of it, call forth uni¬ 
versal condemnation, may be done without rebuke or 
censure on the south.

discipline tbat was imposed upon the negroes. Complaint 
was often made by the neighbours of this treatment of a 
half-witted white man, but the response was that it was 
only by such means his services could be made to pay. 


As the time approaches for holding the Richmond 
Convention,appearances would indicate thatthesanguine 
hopes of the seceding members of the late Assembly are 
doomed to undergo a grievous disappointment. They had 
counted largely upon the accessions to their numbers 
which they should recieve from Northern Presbyteries and 
Churches. Some, it was supposed, would be strongly 
attracted towards brethren who had been nnngnteonsly 
persecuted and driven from the Ohnrch ot then- lathers by 
a series of oppressive measures; while others, it was 
thought, wonid cast in their lot with them hoping thereby 
to escape the endless discussion of the subject of slavery, 
and at least secure peace and rest, if nothing more. Yet, 
after an interval of two months since their address was 
ffiveD to the public, we bare heard of but one Northern 
Church tbat has taken exception to the recent action of 
the Assembly, and ot not me that proposes to send dele¬ 
gates to the Richmond Convention. We should think 
that this, of itself, would be sufficient to induce our South¬ 
ern brethren to re-snrvey their ground before they adopt 
such a measure as their address declares necessary. 

And, if we have read to any pu pose the journals of the 
South, tbeir hope of obtaining a full representation from 
that quarter istar trom being what was anticipated. Not 
a few of the Southern Uburches are iu mauiiest d ,ubt as 
to the necessity or expediency of the proposed secession. 
Some that sincerely regret the course which tbeir dele¬ 
gates took will still acquiesce aud sustain it, now tbat the 
act is done ; others will decline to be represented in tbe 
coming Convention, and will either retain their present 
relation to the Assembly or beci me independent. The 
American Presbyterian states very confidently that in 
Delaware, Maryland, and the District of Columbia, the 
feeling of almost every pastor is agaiust the formation of 
a new Assembly, and that it is not probable any of tbeir 
Churches will enter into tbe movement to organize such 
a body. And from private letters, and from personal 
intercourse with brethren from Missouri, we are led to 
believe that but few, if any, of tbe Ghurches o that State 
will be represented at Richmond. Many brethren in the 
extreme South, who protest against the action of the 
Assembly at Cleveland, are still totally opposed to the 
organization of a new Assembly, and openly advocate 
I union with the Old School.

THE KANSAS STRUGGLE. 

The siege of Lawrence is ended. Gov. Walker, having 
tried iu vain for three weeks to provoke the people of that 
city to do some act which would afford him a colourable 
pretext for war, has at last withdrawn his troops. After 
begging in vain that the Free State men wonld do some¬ 
thing to enable him to back out gracefully, he at last hit 
upon the device of getting a summons for his troops to 
go to Fort Riley and aid in repelling an attack of the 
Indiana! As to the ostensible object of the siege—the pat¬ 
ting down of the municipal government of Lawrence—he 
has effected nothing j that government having been or¬ 
ganized and set to work just as effectually as it would 
have been if he had made no snch demonslration. If his 
real object was to help the Democratic party in the pend¬ 
ing elections ht the South and conciliate the fire-eaters, 
by threatening the Free State men with exterminating 
war. he may have been more successful. We donbt, how¬ 
ever, if all that he has gained, cither for his party or him- 
self, in that quarter, will compensate him for the ridicule 
and contempt he has brought upon himself, not only in 
Kansas, but thronghoat the country, by this Quixotic 
display of military authority, which has had no parallel 
since the day wben

In one of his speeches, not long since, Gov. Walker 
sought to win the confidence of the Free State party by 
using this language: 

“ In October next, not under the act of the late Terri¬ 
torial Legislature, but under the laws of Congress, you, 
the whole people of Kansas, have a right to elect a Dele¬ 
gate to Congress, and to elect a Territorial Legislature. 
Gentlemen, on this subject I wish that there should be no 
mistake, no misapprehension, as regards my opinions and 
du policy which I shall deem it my duty to pursue in the ad¬ 
ministration of the Executive department of the Territory 
of Kansas. It is involved in a few simple words : That the 
majority of the people of Kansas must govern. I do not mean 
those who are now register 1 under the Territorial laws ; 
I do not mean those who were residing here on the 15tb 
of March last; but I mean the whole people of Kansas, not 
only those who are here now, but those who will be here 
next Fall as actual residents ; that they—the people over 
whom these Institutions are to operate—that they, by a 
majority of their votes, shall decide for themselves what 


been allowed thirty-six Representatives, and nineteen 
Counties THREE. It will be seen that Douglas and 
Johnson Counties are stack together into one district, 
thus made a border district, aud allowed three Council- 
men and eight Representatives. The design is to earry 
the district by Missouri votes, from Westport, thrown into 1 
Johnson County. But this is not ail. To that district is 
tagged on a strip of territory away to the southland thus 
defined : ‘ All that part of the Territory of Kansas lying 1 
west of the Counties of Wistj, Bntler and Hunter.’ What 
does that mean ? A hundred and fifty miles of settled 
country are jumped over, and a large and comparatively 
unsettled tract, running westward along the Arkansas 
river to the Rocky Mountains, is thus annexed to the Xth 
District. I will explain what this is for. Should Lecomp- 
ton and the Missouri vote thrown in Johnson County not 
be sufficient to carry this district, then returns can be 
brought in from some of the trading posts on the Arkan-1 
sas with a sufficient number of votes to settle the matter. 
That section cannot he expected to be heard from for two 
weeks, at least, after the election, allowing the bogus 
officials ample time to manufacture such returns as they 
need. The same trick has been resorted to with 
the Council districts. 

“ As some persons not familiar with the country may 
suppose that the nineteen Counties which are allowed 
THREE Representatives are but sparsely settled, I will 
state that they are all large Counties, as well settled, with 
but few exceptions, as most of the Western StnteB. The 
population of these nineteen Counties iB almost exclu-1 
sively of Free State men. By the late census taken under 
Free State authority, the population of those Counties 
was very nearly equal to that of all the rest of the Terri¬ 
tory. The difference is very small; and yet, by this 
iniquitous apportionment, they are allowed but THREE 
ont of thirty-nine representatives. Snch iniquity is too 
brazen and fearful for comment. Again, the Counties 
thus lying on, and to be controlled, by the Border are 
allowed twenty-eight ont of thirty-nine representatives! ” 

Compare the details of this apportionment with Gov. 
Walker's solemn promise recorded above, and fathom, if | 
you can, this “ lower deep ” of Border ruffian villany. 
The election in October will of coarse take place accord¬ 
ing to this infamous arrangement, Gov. Walker sustaining 
and enforcing it by the whole military power at his com¬ 
mand. There is no longer any room to donbt that Kansas 
will come into the Union next Winter 03 a slave State. 
All the intimations to the contrary, lately thrown ont 
the South, were intended, of conrse, to lull the North to 
sleep and pnt the Free State party off their guard, while 
this new plot was being concocted by Gov. Walker and 
his backers. The whole scheme stands revealed in 
speech made at Platte City, Mo., on the 20th of Jnly, by 
Peter T. Able, and which is thus reported by the Missouri 
Democrat: 

MR. ABLE’S SPEECH. 

He had frequently heard it charged that the Pro- 
Slavery men in Kansas had sold ont to the Free State 
men. This was false, and he wished to state the position 
of the Pro-Slavery men of Kansas, so that their friends 
in Missouri might see into their plans and policy. They 
had not abandoned the idea of making Kansas a slave 
State by a jug fall; on the contrary ; they were greatly 
encouraged, and he took this occasion to say to Pro- 
Slavery men that the prospects of the party in Kansas 
were brighter and more hopeful than they had ever been. 
It seemed that there was a great deal of misonderstandiDg 
in Missouri in regard to the party in Kansas, and he wonld 
give a history of the party and its policy, for he koew all 
abont it. In the first place, be said, they organized the 
party under the name of the Pro-Slavery parly, and it 
worked well, because it brought all men who were in 
favonr of the South into one solld„compact body. As 
time passed on, a great many persons came in the Terri¬ 
tory from the Northern States who were not Pro-Slavery 
men in their feelings, bnt who were against the Free State 
men in their resistance to the laws of the Kaosas Legis- 
tnre. They found ont that this class of Northern 
would not act with the Free State men in resistance t 
laws, nor would they act with the Pro-Slavery men 
cause they were not in favour of slavery. 

In order to get this class of Northern men to act with 
them, the Pro-Slavery party agreed, after consultation, 
to change the name of the party from Pro-Slavery to the 
hw-and-order party. This change of names had a happy 
effect, because it bronght a good many men into the party 
that they coaid not have gotten into their ranks any other 
way. After awhile a still larger number of people from 
the Northern States came in, and policy dictated another 
move. He had written a call for delegates from all the 
Counties in the Territory to assemble at Lccompton last 
Winter, and they did meet and deliberate upon the future 
action of the party. A great many men bad moved into 
the Territory from the Northern States who had voted for 
Mr. Buchanan, and who were opposed both to the Black 
Republicans and Pro-Slavery parlies, and it was^kgJ 
policy of the Pro-Slavery men to propitiate this olt 
men It was admitted in their deliberations that the i 
of law-and-ordcr parly did not have national reputa-j 
tion, and that the name of the parly must be changed. 
It was admitted that the Whig parly was dead, and its 

imo wonld not answer the purpose they had in view. 

was deemed unwise to assume the name of Americans 

Kuow Nothings, for that party bad been able to take 

it one trick in tbe Presidential game, aud must soon die 

it . 

After viewing the ground, it was agreed that the parly 
should change its name from the law-and-order party to 
that of the National Democracy. Tbe Democrats had 
just elected the President and wonld have a majority in 
Congress ; and if the Pro-Slavery party in Kansas should 
le the name of National Democracy, it would bring 

gross, and nt the same time secure to their party 
vices of the Free State Democrats from the Northern 
States. Time has proved that this was a good move and 
great advantages would rcsnlt to the party from it. This 


in all these acts of unwarrantable usurpation, we have the 

most reliable assurances that he incurs the disapprobation 
of the Chief Executive and violates the confidence which 
has been reposed In him.” 

If Walker cannot succeed in extricating himself from I 
the dilemma in which he is placed so as to be serviceable 
the South, he may be removed. The Kansas Free State 
informs us that the plan for this is already laid in the 
Border-Ruffian counsels. Calhoun, McLean and other ] 
leaders of the Lecompton Democracy have resolved 
drive him out of Kansas immediately after the October 
election. Their reasons for desiring that he shall remain 
until that time are, that his aid will be necessary to 
secure a seat in Congress for the delegate they then 
expect to elect, and to give a false appearance of fairness 
to the proceedings of the Constitutional Convention. 

then to be driven out, lest he should earry out his pledge 
that he will oppose the Constitution unless it is submitted 
to the people. The theory of the Free State, however, - 
that Walker is really in league with the slaveholders, 
reassure whom his late raid upon Lawrence was gotten 
np, and that he will soon show himself to be such a fast 
friend of slavery that there will be no disposition to get 
rid of him. 

P. S. Later advices state that Gov. Walker has returned 
to Lawrence with the troops.

sold out to the Free-Soilers was infamously false, lie 
was glad to inform the Pro-Slavery men of Platte that 
the prospects of the party were bright, and that, if we will | 
do our duty in the future as well as we have done it in 
the past, success was certain. 

In regard to Gov. Walker, he said he did not endorse 
everything he hud said, but was not prepared to take 
grounds against him yet. Walker was a good mai 
and a keen man, and he thought he understood him. 
believed when Walker held his secret councils with the 
President and his Cabinet that they were chalking out 
a policy for Kansas. The people should remember, said 
he, that a majority of the Cabinet were Southern men, 
and he believed that Walker’s trip to the Northern States, 
after his consultations with the President and all bis talk 
North about Kansas becoming a free State, bad a design 
in it. The object was to get himself endorsed by the 
Northern press and the Free State papers of Kansas; and 
after he had succeeded in this, he could put down the Free 
State men in Kansas by the strong arm ef the Government 
and point to his endorsement by the Northern ’ 


The Free State party were so far influenced by these 
fair promises that they resolved to vote in the October 
election, being sore of their ability, in case those promises 
should be fulfilled, to elect one of their number a Delegate 
to Congress and a majority of the members of the Terri¬ 
torial Legislature. Their purpose, after this, was to wipe 
out the whole Border Ruffian code and leave the coast 
free for the new State Government under the Topeka 
Constitution. The Governor, however, so far from pre¬ 
paring to fulfil his solemn promise, has already proved 
false and made himself a party to one of the most atro¬ 
cious frauds in the whole history of Kansas affairs. The 
laws of the Territorial Legislature made it his duty, in 
conjunction with Secretary Stanton, to make the appor¬ 
tionment of the Representatives to be chosen to the n< 
Legislature. Instead of performing this duty himself, 

M>e law required, he suffered it to devolve, by neglect, 
upon the Speaker of the House of Representatives, Mr. 
Matthias, and the Rev. Thomas Johnson, President of the 
Council, two of the most unscrupulous of all the Border 
Ruffian officials. These men have just completed the 
apportionment, and its character is thus described by 
correspondent of The Tribune : 

“ A scheme of more thorough and deliberate villany 
”*an this apportionment was never concocted. It must 
have engaged all the brains of the Pro-Slavery party. 
1,0 possible torturing of human ingenuity could have 
ut^de it worse for the interests of justice and freedom.

They 
should do right or the National Democratic party shonld 
be broken up, for Kansas was determined to have her 
right. He expressed himself sangnine abont the sound- 
- iss of Mr. Buchanan, and knew he had to do right or be 
> blown up. . 

The National Democracy had elected a large majority 
to the Constitutional Convention, and a Pro-Slavery Con¬ 
stitution would be made, and he believed that it would be 
submitted to a vote of all the people that were in the 
Territory on a certain day, of which due notice wonld be 
given to the people of Missouri. When that was done, the 
people must protect their slave property, and get up the 
same feeling they once had up, and that election would 
be carried as easily as they had carried any of the other 
elections. The Free State men in Kansas were resting 
under the belief that they had a large majority in tbe 
Territory, which was a fact, bnt they were not on their 
guard: the men of the Northern States were not on their 
guard either, but tbe Pro-Slavery men were. He enjoined 
it upon them to keep this matter still and not blab it | 
about, but lay low and keep dark, and work for 
great stake. Properly managed, success was certain, 
knew more about Kansas and the Pro-Slavery party than 
any one else. He bad spent a large sum of his own money, 
and raised a great deal from others, all for the cause ' 
Kansas, and professed to know all about it. He h__ 
organized more of their lodges and taken more people 
into them than any other man, and he knew what 
going on. 

In this connection we publish an extract from The 
(Richmond) South, showing what the slaveholders expect 
at the hands of Mr. Buchanan. 

“Does the Administration approve Gov. Walker’,, 
conduct [referring, of course, to his conduct previous to 
the raid upon Lawrence and the legislative apportion¬ 
ment] ? We maintain that it does not. I Q support of 
this position we adduce first the testimony of the Washing¬ 
ton States. In his Inaugural address and Topeka speech, 
Walker declared that the Constitution shonld be submitted 
for ratification or rejection to the vote of aU the “ actnal 
settlers ” who may be in the Territory at the time. The 
States affirms by authority that, in Mr. Buchanan’s opinion, 
none are entitled to vote upon the adoption of the Consti¬ 
tution but those who are qualified to vote under the Ter¬ 
ritorial laws in the election of delegates to tbe State Con¬ 
vention. Here is one essential difference between the 
President and the Governor of Kansas. Secondly, we 
have it from private sources, whose personal and political 
integrity cannot be impeached, that Mr. Buchanan severely 
reprehends the interference of Walker with matters which 
the organic act has placed under the exclusive jurisdiction 
of the Territorial Legislature. Those portions of his 
inaugural address in which he argues that the climate and 
soil of the Territory are not adapted to slavery, and insists 
that the elective franchise properly belongs to all the 
“ inhabitants ” of Kansas in determining the character of 1

So I was impelled anew and with fresh earnestness, the 
other day, to inquire, as one among those gathered to 
witness the opening exercises of the great Trial of Har¬ 
vest Implements, jnst done in onr midst, under the direc¬ 
tion of the United States Agricultural Society, I heard 
its President, in illustration of the eminently nations' 
character of the Society, declare, with marked emphasis 
that they had this year appointed two exhibitions, one fo 
the North, and the other for the South; and the Soatheru 
State in whose chief city the latter exhibition U to be 
held, and whose Governor, present on the platform, 
with fnlsome eulogy, introduced to onr notice, was char¬ 
acterized, albeit it had once been “ the dark and bloody 
ground,” as now that most fertile, beauteous 
ons State. 

The strain, thus opened, was erewhile repeated and 
prolonged by the Kentucky Governor, who, after a few 
introductory words, common-place enough, apologetic, 
eulogistic, proceeded to administer solemn admonition 
of the ide»tity of interests which onght to bind the two 
sections of the Republic indissolubly together, and de¬ 
scribed, under the loftiest figures, the most striking tropes | 
which his imagination could suggest, the undyiDg devo¬ 
tion, the exbaustlcsa fealty of his State to the glorious 
Union. Standing, as she does, intermediate, on middle 
ground, she locks with one arm in close embrace the South, | 
and, reaching with the other across the river that divides, 
she grasps with sisterly regard tbe band of the North. 
And these statements seemed, from the demonstrations] 
they called forth, gratefully welcome to the general ear. 

How coaid I refrain here from asking within myself, 
are the objects of this or any other Agricultural Society 
consistent with human slavery ? These objects mnst, I 
suppose, be, certainly they professedly are, the improve¬ 
ment and elevation of the farmer. To awaken to fresh 
clearness within him the consciousness of the dignity of | 
his vocation; to seek ont, ascertain and commend the 
best methods of husbandry ; to enrich his mind with sci¬ 
ence and his hand with skill in that sphere of exertion 
where it is his to toil and attain, to preside and achieve, 
muBt be the steady, all-commanding aii 

And this implies and premises personality, freedom, a soul, 
enriched and alive with wakeful energies; a person, armed 
with capacities, resources, instruments, to be evolved and 
wielded for the high ends of Culture. Here all our powers | 
centre and preside ; upon this all our rights, privileges 
and prerogatives do base and find support. From this, 
all endeavours, attainments, possessions proceed, property 
always and alone the product and fruit of personality, 
without it impossible, with it inevitable. 

This once present and recognised, various provisions, 
methods, in one department and another of life, 
rally suggested, to he brought forward in aid of the 
human spirit, for assisting it to tbe maturities of high 
manhood. Hence the numerous arrangements and insti¬ 
tutions built up, from time to time, among men, means 
education, methods of culture, looking all professedly 
this end. 

Bnt what if this pregnant premise, this all-vital postn-1 
late be omitted, be at the oulsetdenicd or ignored ? now 
shall manhood be drawn forth and matured, amid the 
nihiiation of the human, on ground where man has 
recognised existence? What an absurdity to propose, 
wbat madness to attempt the solution of snch a problem 
snob conditions! To think to build a struolure it 
contempt of gravitation, in mid-air, witbont basis or sup¬ 
port, to rear a plant in dcQance of the laws of its being, 
without soil, sunlight, air, nay, in denial of its very exist¬ 
ence ! And yet of this madness precisely are they mani¬ 
festly guilty who essay to promote human improvement 
in presence of and in consent with the arrangements of 
human chattelhood. They have cut away their own foun¬ 
dation, they have surrendered their citadel, they 
stand nowhere, they can do nothing. This obviously and ] 
inevitably, so far os their relation to the American slave 
is concerned. 

The “ sapping ” process, the attempt to accomplish by 
indirection, by oblique methods, what may not be counted 
practicable by direct means, to extinguish wrong by 
covertly nndermining, without coming to open recognised 
conflict with It, to approach the devil from behind, to 
outgeneral and so to reduce him, has always been a pet | 
favourite among men, especially with “ prudent,” “ judi¬ 
cious ” people, who are ever solicitous to save their iDflu- J 
ence, and to escape the mistakes and failures which befall 
the “ visionary,” the “ ultra,” the “ impracticable,” and 
has always proved in practieal result a sheer futility, in¬ 
volving unforeseen embarrassments and diacomfi tores, and, 
in the final upshot, terminating jnst where Pilate “ bronght 
up ” In his relation to Christ, “ delivering him over ‘ 
crucified.” And this must become the open, as it already 
is the real, attitnde of any society or association of 
combined for any purpose, how snbiime anil commanding 
soever, that, in their eagerness to be “ national," can look 
with consent or indulgence, nay, with anything short of | 
utter abhorrence and deep, damning renunciation, upon 
that murderous crime which is perpetrated over the entire 
soatherQ half of the Republic, filling air with the cries and 
earth with the blood of Its multiplied victims, exultingly 
and h&bitnally. 

What is to be expected, in the way of advantage, from 
any anion with oppressors? They subsist by robbery 
they fatten upon blood. What care they for any disco¬ 
very in science, any improvement in art, except so far 
may minister to their amnsement or aggrandizement? 
They account man their property, and all that may belong j 
be achieved by the human soul as 
booty to be promptly seized and devoured. A maohine 
so devised as to enable them to extort more prodnet, more 
cotton and sugar from the “ niggers,” they wonld very 
likely take some interest in, wonld be at some pains to 
visit and inspect; other than that, precious little. And how 
much, in the way of endeavour and achievement, in one 
department or another of art, any people of such charac¬ 
ter and habitudes as they may he expected to exhibit, t u ~ 
Records kept at onr Patent Office, to any one carious 
snch matters, will significantly indicate. 

Let nothing invidious be supposed to lark in the promi¬ 
nence here apparently given to the United States Agricul¬ 
tural Society. Not so at all. It is hut too widely repre¬ 
sentative, illustrative of the disposition that pervades and 
that prevails. On all hands, in every depart¬ 
ment of our social life, political, ecclesiastical, literary, 
societies are organized, attempting to bnild on air in the 
self-same way, essaying to cultivate, say, for instance, 
science, without first distinctively recognising soul; to bnild 
np the scholar in neglect or sacrifice of the man. And so 
we have National Scientific Associations, in which numbers 
who have never risen to manhood, have never wrought ont 
knowledge into character, or learning into life, nay, who 
live consentingly among the usages and feed upon the 
fruits of Blavery, are, for all that, accounted sound scholars 
and worthy fellows. 

And in the sphere ecclesiastic, inward religion 
reckoned quite consistent with outward immorality, even 
with some types of flagrant crime, saintship having little 
relation to practical life, “ nothing to do with politics,” 
so that one may be very much of a Christian while little 
“ nothing of a ’ 


commonly supposedj to flourish only on the ruins of the 
natural, divine grace extinguishing human nature, Holy 
Ghost coming in only when common sense goes out. 
Hence the two great duties in religion, faith and worship, 
consist, the one in implicitly receiving to the beliefs of the 
soul the sacred mysteries, too subtle and snbiime for the 
“ carnal reason ” to comprehend ; the other in passing 
into those reveries of the imagination, those emotions and 
ecstacies of feeling, too impalpable and senseless for the 
“ unregenerate ” to understand. And the more the 
mystery towers or sinks, whichever yon may please to call 
it, into absurdity, the more manifestly the dogma violates 
reason and shocks nature, why the deeper the merit of the 
faith that, without question, can accept; and the more 
largely the worship opens out into extravagance, infalua- 
and debauchery to the eye of the natural man, all the 
higher its freedom, all the more marked and decisive the 
influence here of the “ spirit” The loathsome, malignant, 
suffocating nuisance fruited from snch absurdities is 
widely baptized among ns into the name of religon ; it 
prays and preaches, and administers its ordinances, here 
and everywhere thronghoat Christendom. It is in our 
country very “ national ’’—why should it not be ? Why 
should it, as represented in any of the various sects, 
object to admitting robbers to.its embrace and benediction, 
or to breaking its holy bread to slaveholders? All this 
is consistent enough with the absnrdities and sensualities 
from which it has proceeded. 

But with Justice, Virtue, man elevated, glorified, 
human nature enriched with celestial character, ripened 
into godlikeness—why, what communion hath Truth with 
Lies, what fellowship hath Chriet with Belial ? 

What characterizes the sphere more particularly deno-, 
minated political, I need not attempt to state. Let recent ] 
and transpiring history in onr country, for him who 
peruse the disgusting, shamefnl record, testify. 

Amid this general profligacy, this wide-prevailing 
neglect and renunciation of the elemental and the vital, 
why shonld net every society and association among ns, 
especially every one that aspires to be national, take 
stand and commence departure here, starting from and 
anon recurring to first principles, and, in clear, emphatic 
word, thongh for the thousandth time, repeat and reiterate 
these as well recognised to underlie and vitalize, 
lially and forever, all good enterprises and activities 
among men ? Let the physician and the naturalist, the 
agriculturalist and the mechanic, the statesman and 
churchman, bear ever in gratefal remembrance that each 
science, each art grounds in the human, that all true 
attainment and possession is evermore the expression and 
achievement of man, the manifestation and sanction of 
character, finding root, drawing existence, nourishment, 
life, alone from personality. This fact, as all-vital and 
everlasting, he mast proclaim and repeat; these rights, 
elemental as being, sacred as life, he mast cherish and 
worship in the inmost sanctuary of his sonl. Their viola¬ 
tion in the person of the most abject slave is an assanlt 
upon his nature, a murderous thrnst at his existence, 
which he shall, in any case, and on pain of heaviest for¬ 
feitures, resist and repel. 

His obligations to these transcend his relations to all 
societies, anions, parties and churches. Where these a 
denied or ignored, he can have no fellowship and find 
home. Truth is regal, no word so high as its sovereign 
Voice; Justice is supreme, no sceptre so great 
Throne, no enactment so authoritative as its sublime, 
eternal edict. And the sonl is more than circumstance, 
the life than raiment, manhood greater tbau all outward 
accesses and possessions whatsoever. m.

October, 1857, to consider the practicability, proba¬ 


bility, and expediency of a separation of the Free and 
Slave States, and to take snch other measures as the con¬ 
dition of the times may require.

POLITICS. 


The Ret. J.D. Long, author of “ Pictures of Slavery in 
Church and State”—a book from which we have given 
onr readers some valuable extracts—has bronght upon 
himself, in fall tide, the wrath of the pro-slavery party in 
tbe Methodist Church. If he had left the ministry and 
bought a plantation well stocked with human flesh, he 
might have held an honoured place in the Chnrch ; bnt 
having made an honest and fearless exposure of tbe crimi¬ 
nal practices of slaveholding church-members in the Border 
Conferences, he is, according to the papers, to be pnt upon 
trial as a slanderer. The Rev. T. J. (Thomas Jefferson?) 
Qnigley, of Maryland, has preferred against him the 
following charges : 1st Misrepresenting the Philadelphia 
Conference and the border difficulties. 2d. Misrepresent¬ 
ing the people o( Maryland and Delaware. 3d. Misrepre¬ 
senting the ministers who have laboured in Maryland and 
Delaware. 4th. Misrepresenting the members of the 
M. E. Church. 6th. Misrepresenting the coloured people. 

If we are not mistaken in the character of Mr. Long, he 
will he able to make a triumphant vindication of himself 
upon all these points. We do not know him personally, 
bnt we have beeu assured, upon high Methodist authority, 
that he is a man of unimpeachable integrity, and that his 
statements are unquestionably reliable. He has, however, 
stung the pro-slavery party to the quick, and they will 
doubtless do their worst to crash him. We await the trial 
with more interest than anxiety. 

The Central Stab.— Snch is the title of a weekly jour¬ 
nal, in the quarto form, the first Dumber of which has 
jnst reached us from McGrawville, Cortland Co., N. Y. 
It is to be the organ of the College existing there, thongh 
it will not be wholly, or toany very great extent, occnpied 
by articles immediately concerning the institntion, bnt 
devoted to Literature, Politics and Religion. As Central 
College is an anti-slavery and reformatory institntion, so 
will The Central Star be an anti-slavery and reformatory 
journal, speaking its mind without reserve upon all topics 
of human concern. Slavery it will treat as “ simply sin 
against God and crime against man, which cannot be 
made right by quotations from the Bible, or by Constitu¬ 
tions, or by any human device.” It “ cannot accept as 
genuine religion that sanctimoniousness which groans 
over dancing and is for any cause indifferent to the most 
grossly palpable outrages on humanity.” We need not 
say that we rejoice in the appearance of a journal avowing 
snch principles and aims, and heartily wish it success. 
Azariah Smith is the editor. It is neatly printed, and the 
matter, original as well as selected, indicates a sound 
judgment and a correct taste.

4. Resolved, That the" recent exclusion of Miss Helen Arpo 
Miss Elizabeth Jennings, graduates from the Coloured Normal School 
of New York City, from the Public Diploma Presentation at the 
Academy of Music, was a gross tnsult to their scholarship aud theii 
womanhood. 

fl. Resolved, That aU proscription from educational advantages 
and honours on account of colour is In perfect harmony with th< 
infamous decision of Judge Taney, “ Black men have no rights whtet 
white men are bound to respect.” 

The second resolution was afterwards withdrawn at the 
reqnest of Miss Anthony, there being some dispate about 
the correctness of the assertion. 

These resolutions waked up the sleeping lion. There 
were more important things to come before the meeting 
this was not a proper subject for discussion then ; they 
had a great work to perform, and could not be diverted 
from it by side issues. Yet there was a strong party who 
thought that it was the legitimate business of the Associa¬ 
tion to look after the interests of the least of its members 
and, after a warm debate, the resolutions were referred to 
Select Committee. Miss Anthony reqnested that this 
should be composed in part or women ; bnt the President 
fit to ignore snch request, and appointed five 
Some of the members, however, protested against this 
discourteous proceeding, and two women were finally 
added to the number. 

The majority report of the said Committee 
favonr of the resolutions, with some unimportant altera¬ 
tions ; the minority report was as follows: 

That, iu our opinion, the coloured children of the State J 
should enjoy equal advantages of education with the whites. 

The vote of the assembly was taken on tbe majority 
report, without discussing it, all persons voting indiscri-1 
miuately, without regard to membership, and it was de¬ 
clared lost The minority report was instantly pnt to 
vote, and declared adopted. But it was the opinion of] 
most present that the decision might reasonably have been 
contested. 

Miss Anthony offered the following resolution : 

Resolved, That it is the duty of all the Schools, Colleges and Uni 
versifies to open their doors to woman, and to give her ^“*1 w* 4 
identical education with her brother man. 

This resolution Miss Anthony supported by an earnest 
and eloquent speech. Mr. D. H. Crcttenden, of New 
York, also sustained the motion, and cited his 
sonal experience in proof that such an education was bet- ] 
ter for both sexes. The resolution, however, was lost. 

In the morning session of the last day, Miss Julia A. 
Wilbur, of Rochester, offered resolutions, that the prac¬ 
tice of paying women teachers one-half or one-third the 
salaries received hymen for the performance of the same 
duties was unjust and inconsistent; and that if a woman 
did the same work as a man, and did it as well, she should 
receive the same pay for it. Some of the wiseacres pre¬ 
sent detected in these simple words an introduction 
Socialism, Free-LoveUm, and every other ism under the 

_, and delivered eloquent dissertations based on these 

hypotheses; but the Hon. H. H. Van Dyck, Superinten¬ 
dent of Public Instruction, declared that he could discover 
no snch doctrfhe or intention, but thought the resolutions 
perfectly explicit and reasonable. 

Prof. Fowler, of Rochester University, made 
curious affirmations, to the effect that women were already 
sufficiently paid ; that the demand was greater than the 
supply; and that there were always more schools than 
teachers. The reader can test the truth of these 
tions by his own observations. 

The first of these resolutions was carried; the latter 
lost by one vote. 

These Associations are growing into institutions. It 
remains to be seen whether, in common with other insti¬ 
tutions, they intend to establish a caste of sex and colour. 
The contest has commenced; yet the proceedings in this 
Convention have been too irregular to be a fair test of 
the real state of feeling. The questions are not settled, 
hut only laid over till another year. Yet it is evident 
that, while it is the design of the leaders to elevate the 
business of teaching to the dignity of a profession, which 
shall take rank, both in .honour and emolument, with the 
other professions of the day, it is equally their design to 
systematically exclude all women and coloured persons 
from a share injthe advantages thus obtained. Will they 
succeed? 


R. T. Archer, a Virginia politician, distinctly states, in 
The South, that “ while President Pierce qnelled the people 
of the South with honeyed words and messages which 
all approve, he sent his agents to Kansas secretly 
stracted that it was necessary for tbe salvation of the 
Northern Democracy that Kansas should be brought into 
the Union a free State ” ; and he intimates his belief that 
“Mr. Buchanan is playing the same game of duplicity 
that his predecessor did.” Tbe editor of TSe South, 
contrary, while denouncing Gov. Walker, expresses confi¬ 
dence in Mr. Buchanan. He says, “ Wo have the most | 
direct, conclusive and authentic information 
Buchanan does not approve of Walker." It fortifies itself in 
this position by a quotation from the' Washington States, 
a journal known to enjoy tbe confidence of the Admin¬ 
istration, and which declares, by authority, that Mr. 
Bncbanan, in his instructions to Walker, “ intended to place 
the voters for the [Kansas] Constitution under the same restric¬ 
tions that applied to those ioho voted for members of ihe Constitu¬ 
tional Convention.” “ This,” says The South, “ 13 all we 
demand.” Here, then, is the evidence that in all the talk 
of the Administration about giving the people of Kansas 
an opportunity to approve or reject the Constitution about 
to be framed by the bogns Convention, there has been a 
deliberate fraud. The intention is to snbmit it only to 
that small portion of the people whose names are recorded 
in the bogns census lists, while the great majority of 
actual residents will have no voice In the matter. 

The recent elections at the West and Sonth have 
resulted in the overwhelming defeat of the Know-Nothings 
and the general Bncoess of the Slave Democracy. In 
Kentucky the latter have elected 7 or the 10 members of 
Congress, tied the Senate and carried the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives', by 15 or 20 majority. Among the newly 
elected Democratic members of Congress is James B. Clay, 
son of Henry. From Tennessee there are reports of the 
election of 6 Democrats and 2 Know-Nothings to Con- 
gress—two District* not heard from. North Carolina has 
probably chosen 6 Democrats and 2 Know-Nothings. 
Alabama has gone Democratic by a large majority. 
Missouri, as far as beunl from, gives a majority of 4,720 
for Rollins, the Emancipation candidate, and he is proba¬ 
bly elected. The (Richmond) South, upon the supposition 
the Democratic candidate is delected by a small 
majority, says: 

“ Considering that the question of Emancipation was 
the controlling issue of tbe canvass, our joy at the result f " 
not nnmingled with feelings of disappointment. It is no 
clearly demonstrated that nearly one half of tbe people 
of Missouri are iu favour of the unconditional extinction 
of slavery, and the lapse of a few years may witness the 
complete triumph of the anti-slavery sentiment. Certain 
it is that tbe abolition feeling is every day gaining 
ground.” 

Iowa has no doubt adopted the new Conslitntion, in | 
spite of the desperate efforts of the Democracy to defeat 
it upon the ground that it favoured negroes. There was 
particle of truth in this allegation, though, as the 
Republicans controlled the Constitutional Convention, 
there certainly ought to have been. So far from favouring 
coloured people, tbe Republicans consented to an arrange¬ 
ment which they well knew must result in depriving them 
of the right of suffrage. That arrangement was to refer 
the suffrage question to a direct vote of the people, and 
to count as opposed to coloured suffrage not only those 
who voted in the negative, but those also who should not 
vote at all! Pretty Republicanism this!
